The plan of the bureau has been to 


arrange a reindeer express connecting 
towns in a line from Bering strait to 
Kadiak island. This arrangement will 
enable business companies in San 
Francisco and other cities to hold com- 
munication with their whaling fleets 
during the winter north of the Arctic 
circle. 


The Influx of miners into the Yukon 


has caused a demand for reindeer for 
freighting purposes. In the 
original 


plan for the purchase and distribution 
of reindeer, reference was had to se- 
curing a new food supply for the fam- 
ishing Eskimo of the Bering sea and 
the Arctic ocean region, but it is now 
found that reindeer are as es&'ential to 
-white men as the Eskimos. 


Tho traned reindeer travel in a day 


two or three times the distance covered 
by dog teams, and have the advantage 
that they can use the abundant mos's 
as food.

MAY WIN 


For some months the subject of a 


sanitary sewer has been discussed iu 
council, and some of the members, 
thinking the time fwas near at hand 
when something must be done to im- 
prove the sanitary drainage of this 
city, a committee consisting of three 
members of council and three citizens 
were appointed to thoroughly investi- 
gate the matter and settle upon some 
system, get [estimates of cost and re- 
port same to council. 
This committee 


consisted of Osborn, Neill and Funk, 
of council, and Geo. D. Selby, Frank 
Kehoe and A. L. Sanfoid, of the city. 
This committee was called to meet at 
council chamber last evening. All were 
pre?ent except Mr. Selby, wlo was out 
of town. 
Mr. Osborn, as chairman of 


the committee, opened the discussion. 
The first questions to be considered 
were: 
Was the sewer needed? Gould 


we get it at a reasonable cost, and had 
the time come when the interests of the 
oUy demanded such sewerage? 
On 


these propositions theere seemed to be 
no difference of opinion, all agreeing 
that something must be done soon. 


As to the route for the mains, it was 


considered best to follow the lowest 
land, and Third street being the mast 
natural outlet, it was chosen. 
With 


the assistance of Oifcy Oivil Engineer 
Bratt and the map, the following was 
thought to be as good a route as any, 
perhaps: 


Up Third street from the Sciofco river 


to the first alley east of Gay street. 


North on the alley to Fourth. 
East on Fourth to the first alley east 


of Sinton. 


North onTthe alley to Green avenue. 
East on Green avenue to the first 


alley west of North Waller. 


South on the alley to first alley north 


of Fourth street. 


East on the alley to North Waller. 
North to Fifth street. 
East to Union. 
North to Sixth. 
Also on Front street from Chillicothe 


to Market, with intersections at Ohilli- 
oothe, Washington, Court and Market. 


Mr. Osborn and Mr. Neill had given 


;he question some study and 
had 


learned that small sewer mains were 
much better thsn large ones, and of 
course less expensive, and all cities in 
building sewers of late years had re- 
duced the siza, having found that a sis- 
foct sewer was no better than one meas- 
uring two feet. 
It had been estimated 


that a three-foot sewer for the drainage 
of storm water would drain this entire 
city if the drainage could be run into 
it. 
The committee andjengineer were 


of the opinion that a main of twelve or 
fourteen inch tiling laid along the 
route proposed, having smaller tiling 
as branches, that all the territory south 
of the north side of Sixth street and 
east as far as Adams street would have 
a perfect sanitary drainage. 
And this, 


with all the branches, tappings and 
outlets, could be done at a cost of $10,- 
000. 
The engineer was requested to 


make a survey, giving levels of the 
route laid out. 
After this was done it 


was deemed advisable to employ a spec- 
ialist in the line of sanitary sewer 
drainage and submit same to him, to 
get estimates as to the cost and proper 
location of. laying the sewer, the whole 
to be laid largo enough to answer for 
any additional drainage that the future 
may demand. 
The engineer was also 


requested to open correspondence with 
tha leading specialists of the country 
in order to gain all the information 
possible. 


If council will keep this committee 


at the work something will be done 
before the expiration of another year 
that will be to the advantage of the 
city, by way of sanitary drainage. The 
committee is composed 
of 
careful, 


judicious business men, who will take 
a practical, economic view of all points 
of interest to the city's welfare.

beet sugar industry will be one of the 
largest in this section. 
The Sagar 


company agree to baild a big refinery if 
the farmers will agree to supply them 
with beets. 


Said Mr. Bailey, one of the promot- 


ers of tho new company, to a Ohilli- 
coth News reporter: 


The Soioto Valley lies directly in 


the heart of the sugar belt, and, as 
proven by the tests of the United Status 
government, is the ideal spot for beet 
cultivation. 
The conditions of soil, 


climate and humidity aro all exactly 
adapted to the industry, and, beyond 
question, this place will be the center 
of it. 


We are now endeavoring to have 


3,000 acres put in beets next year, and 
have so far been very successful. 
Mr, 


M. V. Briggs, Hon. L. T. Neal and 
Judge Vautneter and many 
others 


promised to give up a part of their 
laud to boot cultivation, and I have 
no doubt but that wo shall be able to 
secure our full quota. 


"We tell the farmers that they can 


raise 15 tons of beeta to the acre,but as a 
matter of fact the crop will run much 
higher, 
averaging about 
twenty-five 


tone. 
For this crop the price will 


never be lower than $4 a ton. 
In Ne- 


braska last year it ran up to §5 50. 


"Then in March we will come here 


and ereot a refinery with a oapaoity ol 
300 tons per day, and costing about 
$300,000. 
The beets go in at one end 


and after passing through twenty-on 
distinct processes, come out at the othe 
end as fine granulated sugar. 
We only 


require common labor for our maohin 
ery, for a man onn operate any of th 
machines in two hours as well as h 
can in two yeara. 


"Wo will run-day and night for 


about flvo months eaoh year, employ- 
ing 150 men on eaoh triok of twelve 
hours. The wages paid are good. 


The only expert labor we will em- 


ploy is a field manager, whose '.duty it

at Cronstadt. Splendid weather 
pre- 


vailed. 
The final preparations' at Peter-hot 


were completed. The magnificent park 
between the palace and the sea was 
gloriously decorated with the flags of 
Russia and France. The latter were to 
be seen flying everywhere, presenting 
a' fine picture from the sea, with the 
cascad falling in front of the palace, 
combined with the beautiful

terraces' ornamented gilt statues. 


At 9 a. m. a semiphore message an- 


nounced that the French squadron was 
13 miles distant and a Cossack waa im- 
mediately di&patched on a gallop to 
convey the news to the czar at the 
Peterhof palace. Another and similar 
dispatch soon followed from Cronstadt 
and then the czar drove to the land- 
ing stage. Hlsmajestywore the uniform 
of a captain in the Russian navy, with 
the ribbon of the Legion of Honor on 
his' breast. 
The grand duke Alexis went along-

The standard 
tests uow require a tensile strength of 
from 55,000 to 00,000 pounds per squaro 
inch—that is, the quality of the stool 
plate is required to bo such thnt a bar 
one iiioh squaro would necessitate a 
force of 00,000 pounds to pull it asun- 
der, and in such process tho ductility of 
tho steel would cause it to stretch some- 
what, so that at tho point of fracture 
there would be a marked reduction of 
area iu tho bar, tho amount of this ro- 
duction deciding iu n groat measure the 
quality of tho steel as adapted to boiler 
construction. In makiug specifications 
for 
boilors, 
therefore, especially for 


high pressures, it has como to bo a con- 
dition that the steel plates shall be of 
tho above named tonsilo strongth per 
square inch, and that tho reduction of 


roa at the point of fracture under a 
est like tho above shall bo nob less than 
6 per cent—that is, the metal stretched 


uucler cho tost or strain so that, on brenk- 
ug, it was less than ouc-halE tho orig- 
ual area of tho bar. Such tests deter- 
mine tho quality and ability of tho steel 
)l;)tes whun made up into a boiler to 
uljust themselves to tho expansion and 
contraction of tho metal caused by the 
varying temperatures to which tho boil- 
er is subjected when it is sot up and 
lut iu use.
